| ocal agencies, and the Departnent of Hunman Services.

(b) In addition to the standards established pursuant to
Section 2-3.25, the State Board of FEducation shall develop

recognition standards for student performance and school

inprovenent in_all public schools operated by school
districts. The indicators to assess student performance and
school inprovenent shall include but need not be limted to

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rates, and graduation rates. The standards shall be designed

to permt the neasurenent of a-sehool-distriet-to-neasure

student performance and school i npr ovenent by school
bui | di ngs conpar ed to student performance and school
i nprovenent for the precedi ng academ c years.

established by the State Board of Education. Those schools

and districts that are not neeting the standards of academc

performance neasured by the State assessnent of student
performance as specified by the State Board of Education may
be placed on an academ c watch list established by the State

Superintendent of Education after serving for 2 consecutive

years on the State-Board-of-Educatton-Early academc early

(a) School districts that fail to submt required School
| nprovenent Plans or fail to obtain approval of such plans
pursuant to rules adopted by the State Board of Education may
have State funds wi thheld until such plans are submtt ed.

School districts that fail to make reasonable efforts to
i npl ement an approved School | nprovenent Plan may suffer |oss
of State funds by school district, attendance center, or
programas the State Board of Education deens appropriate.

The provisions of this subsection (a) relating to
subm ssion and approval of School |Inprovenent Plans are
subject to the provisions of Section 2-3.25k.

(b) In addition, if after 2 years foll ow ng its
pl acement on the academic watch list a district or school

remai ns on the academic watch list or if a school or school

district conpletes 2 consecutive years on the acadenm ¢ watch

list without nmaki ng adequate yearly progress as specified by

the State Board of Education, the State Board of Educati on

shal | take one of the foll ow ng actions:

(1) The State Board of Education may authorize the

State Superintendent of Education to renpve the district

superintendent, chief admnistrative officer, principal,

busi ness official, or any other school adm nistrator from

his or her position. This subdivision (1) applies to

those persons who sign contracts or have att ai ned

contractual continued service on or after the effective

date of this amendatory Act of the 93rd General Assenbly.

(2) 1: The State Board of Education may authorize
the State Superintendent of Education to direct the
regi onal superintendent of schools to renove school board
menbers pursuant to Section 3-14.28 of this Code. Prior
to such direction the State Board of Education shal

permt nenbers of the |ocal board of education to present
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witten and oral coments to the State Board of
Education. The State Board of Education may direct the
State Superintendent of Educati on to appoi nt an
| ndependent Authority that shall exercise such powers and
duties as may be necessary to operate a school or school
district for purposes of inproving pupil performance and
school i nprovenent . The State Superi nt endent of
Education shall designate one nmenber of the Independent
Authority to serve as chairman. The | ndependent Authority
shall serve for a period of tine specified by the State
Board of Education upon the recommendation of the State
Superi ntendent of Education.;:-er

(3) 2- The State Board of Education (A) (a) may
nonr ecogni ze the school district or school, or (B) ¢{b)
may authorize the State Superintendent of Education to
direct the reassignment of pupils and admnistrative
staff. If a school district is nonrecognized inits
entirety, it shall automatically be dissolved on July 1
foll ow ng that nonrecognition and its territory realigned
w th anot her school district or districts by the regional
boar d of school trustees in accordance wth the
procedures set forth in Section 7-11 of the School Code.
The effective date of the nonrecognition of a school

shall be July 1 follow ng the nonrecognition
